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Army of the south-western front. That 
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mssion for two reasons, In the first place, 
it was here that-—disecipline was 
quickly restored ; and, in the next place, 
the Army operating on the Galician front 
to Rumanian Army, 
condition the reports 
have Come to hand. Action on the Rue 
sian front would naturally begin in the 
region where it would best enable the 
Rumanians in turn to resume the offen- 
Conditions hitherto have been less 
on the front of the Armies in 
Volhynia and north of the Pripet marshes, 
which are summoned in the proclamations 
of General Brussiloff and War 
Minister, M. Kerensky, to follow the 
example of the Army of the south-west. 
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all the objectives were attained, and it is 
admitted that some of the Russian units 
suffered severe losses, especially in officers. 
The artillery preparation, however, as the 
Germans confess, was singularly effective ; 
the infantry -have lost nothing of their 
traditional ardour in attack; and they 
have put to their credit the conquest of 
important fortified positions centring upon 
the village of Koniuchy, and the capture 
of over ten thousand prisoners and some 
guns. The initial success—achieved at a 
point, on one of the roads converging on 
Lemberg, where the enemy are peculiarly 
sensitive—is considerable enough to give 
the whole Russian Army and people that 
renewed faith in their power and that 
renewed stimulus to action which the 
moment peremptorily required. It would

IRISH BANKING APPEAL IN 
HOUSE OF LORDS 


The House of Lorda aite heard the appeal 

Mary Elizabeth \ourell, of Piercetown, Dun. 
borne, and Margaret McDermott, of Malahide, arising 
ou’. of an action by the Hibernian Bank to have 
account taken on moneys due to the bank upou the 
eccurity of & mortgagé and the realisation of moneys 
ao due by the salo vf four farme in Co. Meath in 
1899. lhe Hibernian Bank took the mortgage 
from W. J. Yourell and others of the family to 
sooure the balance, which should be for advantes 
on at overdrewh draft of current aceounta on bills 
and otherwise to W. J. Yourell. The deed con- 
taincd a provision that no greater principal sum 
than £5,700 should be recoverable on the security, 
In June, 1903, the bills amounted te £5,600, and 
the debit balance on current account © £2,949. 
The bank declined to honour any more of W. J 
Yourell’s cheques, and as she lodged only £550 ol 
the £800 demanded, the bank in 1904 appointed a 
receiver. [he bank purperted to continue the 
account as if it were an operative account, with 
the result that &£5,406 ar~eared on the appellants 
contention to have been paid on foot of principal, 
leaving only £29.55 recoverable within the fixed limit 
of £5,700. The Master ofthe Rolls held that the bank 
were bound by the manner in which they had continued 
the current account after the appointment of the 
receiver, but the Court ef Appeal ordered that the 
account should be taken on the basis that the 
current account was closed on the date ef the ap- 
poimment of the roceiver. 

Mir rown oontended that £5,406 was appre 
priaifg bs the hank in discharge of an equal 
amoúnt of principal moneys due on Wm.
